MAYOR SHORT. 


MAYOR SHORT, when he rose to 
address the meeting was greeted with 
a thunder of applause. 

“It is a matter of sincere congratu- 
lation that we were allowed to use 
this church this evening,” he began. 
“From the sane and quiet discussion 
of civic affairs that has taken place 
here tonight, it would appear to be a 
good thing for municipal matters to 
be discussed always in Churches, And 
it is discussion of this character that 
is worthy of the city of Edmonton, 

“For we are no mean city. The 
business of the corporation of the 
city of Edmonton is as large or 
sreater than that of some of the 
provinces. It is, therefore, obviously 
imnpoasible to tell all in a dhalf-an-hour 
or even two hours. I would like to be 
able to talk long and quietly with you 
Just as men would talk across the 
table of a board of directors. 1 would 
like to be able to discuss present-day 
issues with you; to discuss the vital 
problem of civic government; to make 
our plans together for the future; and 
to drop much needless recrimination 
and useless raking over the dead past. 

“The discussion here tonight is 
quite different from what took place 
in the hail tuat across the way. I 
dropped in there last night to hear a 
discussion of civic affaires. | heard 
instead 4 man, who last year spoke 
and wrote against the former ad- 
ministration, this year leanding that 
same administration to the skies.

Tn this connection, let’ me tell 
you a little story. This same man, in 
talking to a friend of mine, stated 
that my campaign manager of last 
year had turned against me.

JUAREZ, Mex., Dec. 6—instead of 
occupying Chihuahua, the state capi- 
sai, General Francisco Villa, with his 
7,000 rebels, encamped along the rail 
road north of the city today, returned 
hurriedly to Villa Humada telegraph 
station, to dispatch more men in pur 
suit of the federals retreating toward 
Oj.naga on the border. 

A garrison of 56,000 rebels is at 
Ojinaga and General Vitla said his 
soldiers would not permit the federals 
to reach the border or cross over into 
the United States without a fight. His 
purpose is not only to capture the 
federal troops, but also to seize the 
arms and equipment. 

The federals, however, 
the mmjority unless ‘they are over- 
taken by the rebet pursuers, With 
the 2,000 or more fugitive federals are 
General Salvador Mercado, the de- 
posed mittary governor and com- 
mander, numerous other generals and 
officers ind members of wealthy Chi- 
huahva fanilios who left the city pre- 
cipitately on foot in fear of a rebel at- 
tack.

London, Dec. 5.—Mrs. Emmeline 
Pankhurst is spending the night in 
Exeter jail, where she was taken in 
an autqmobile from Plymouth, imme- 
diately after she had been arrested on 
board the liner Majestic, which ar-

Strange Tug Puts Out. 

As the liner neared Plymouth about 
noon, a strange tug, The Wolf, was 
seen to be moving out from Cawsand 
Bay toward hei. The tender con- 
veyed Inspector Riley, of Scotland 
Yard, four detectives, a wardress and 
Chief Constable Sowerby, of Ply- 
inouth, 

The official tender of the White 
Star Company, with a party of jour- 
nalists on board, attempted to ap- 
proach the Majestic, but, as the re- 
sult of a police plan, was unable to 
get within two miles of her, two des- 
troyers obscuring the drama on board 
the liner from view. 

The police, on boarding the Majes- 
tic, approached Mrs. Pankhurst, a 
solitary figure, standing un the pro- 
menade deck. She refused an in- 
vitation to meet the detevtives in the 
purser’s office, whereupdn Inspector 
Riley and Chief Constable Sowerby 
introduced themselves and told her 
she was under arrest and must come 
with them. 

Demanded His Warrant. 

“Your warrant, please,” Mrs, Pank- 
hurat said, ‘“s uv not know you, and 
refuse to come,” 

“I require no warrant. You are 
on license and you have broken your 
parole,” said Inspector Riley, and 
without further resistance Mrs. Pank- 
hurst embarked on the tender. Mrs, 
Rheta Dorr, an American  suffragist, 
was allowed to accompany her. 

The tender made for Devonport. 
She signalled to a motor car which 
was waiting. The coast was deserted 
at that point. 

No suffragettes were within five 
miles and the “armed buu)suard” at 
that moment was whiling, their time 
away with “ The Marseilaise’ and 
other selections by a brass band at the 
dock gates at Millbay, Plymouth. 

Spirited Away. 

Mrs. Pankhurst, when she disem- 
barked, was put into a car and taken 
away, ncbody knowing where, while 
Mrs. Dorr remained in the tender and 
was taken to Plymouth, 

Later the news leaked out that 
Mrs. Pankhurst had been motored 
across Dartmoor and_ temporarily 
lodged in Exeter prison.

They waited pati- 
ently in the cold, not knowing that 
the militants had been outwitted, A 
number of police stood guard. Simi- 
lar precautions were taken at the

Kingston, Ont., vec. 5.—That he 
was subjected to an apipication of 
the hose in January and that he has 
not yet fully recovered from the 
effects was the evidence of a convict 
at the penitentiary commission hear- 
ing here yesterday, He says he was 
placed in a specially constructed cell 
and a stream of ice water was play- 
ed on him for a very minor offence. 

In his evidence, the convict swore 
that on New Year's night a number 
of convicts were singing in their celly 
and he was accused of being guilty. 
The next day he was taken to the hos- 
ing cell, where a stream of water, un- 
der 62 pounds pressure, was played 
on him. yntil he = fell unconscious. 
The shirt was torn from nis back and 
he has felt the effects ever since. He 
has been suffering from pains in his 
back and he has been unable to sleep 
at night..

SERIES OF BALL 


When Canada Was Really in 
Baseball With Canadian Cities 
Playing For Title 


The interleague struggle for su- 
preme baseball ‘honors, the World's 
series as it is known to-day, began in 
, 1884, but the first series for the 
country’s baseball championship dates 
back to 1865, and James Clonaty, now 
a cobbler in Kansas City, was the hero 
of the occasion, pitching and winning 
seven straight games in one week. 

Conaty, now old and ‘bent, with his 
weight of seventy-seven years, told in 
his little shop at New York, the other 
day, the story of this great record, 
which, however, failed to win the 
pennant for Detroit,.Hamilton, Ont., 
took tue penant and the world’s 
championship, 

Conaty, then a rollicking young 
Irishman, just home from the war, 
joined the Detroit White Stockings in 
ithe spring of 1865. 

The baseball fever ran thigh in De- 
troit, and during the summer a com~ 
mittee of business men arranged for 
a big ‘baseball tournament, the first 
world's series, to ibe held in the early 
fall. 

Four Canadian Teams in. 

Two teams entered from Detroit, 
land one each from Chicago, Pitts- 
burgh, Buffalo, Toronto, Quebec, Mon- 
treal, Aibany, Boston, New York, 
Grooklyn, Philadelphia, Hamilton and 
Cleveland. 

“The series began the morning of 
Sept. 6, 1865, the White Stockings op- 

fening with the Brooklyns.” Conaty 
said, “because of the great number 
of teams entered, the games were only 
three innings long. The rules were 
vastly different then, too. We won, 
!3 to 0, and I pitched and won the 
next six straight, It don't remember 
what teams came in order. We didn't 
figure perceniage in those days like 
they do now,

Culture

n our last article 
] the voice from the standpoint 
of the soul. We will now speak 
of it from a mechanical standpoint. 
Let us therefore begin with the first 
essential requirement which all 
singers need to obtain great results: 
Said requirement is health, Without 
health a singer need never hope to be 
great. lt requires strength to sing— 
this does not mean, however, that any 
apparent effort is necessary; for the 
vocalist whose powers are funy de- 
veloped will sing the most difficult 
sustained airs with apparently great 
ease. Herein lies the argument why 
one must be strong and healthy, to 
accomplish such results. The person | 
who is not in good health will natur- 
ally lack that buoyancy of feeling 
which one must have to give freshness 
and power to the voice, | 
Notice how your speaking voice be- 
comes hoarse, weak, and lacks vibra- 
tion, when you are very tired. The 
result is the same with persons who 
are in poor health, Therefore I 
would say to all students of voice 
culture: Study to build up your health 
and become robust. Live out of doors 
as much as possible and take enough 
exercise each day to develop muscle, 
without resorting to any = strenuous 
means that will overtax your nerves, 
Learn to breathe deeply and fill your 
lungs to their fullest capacity; also to 
control the breath while exhaling. 
Deep rhythmic breathing, if practiced 
; daily while in the fresh air, will do 
! much towards improving the general 
| health, 
| Few people know or practice 
! breathing; if they did and had energy | 
and persistence enough to regularly! 
carry out the practice § they would! 
soon find a decided improvement in| 
their condition, mental and pnysical 
To breathe is to iive; therefore, if we 
would have more life, we must breathe 
more.

the question of diet. It is well known 
that the general health depends 
largely upon the condition of the 
stomach, and, ssa. most ills which 
fiesh is heir to are caused from over- 
eating. When one constantly over- 
loads the stomach with rich, and es- 
pecially fried, greasy foots; -it-invan-~ 
ably follows that the fodd does not 
properly assimilate, The poisonous 
matter remains in the system and im- 
poverishes the blood, thus debilitating | 
every organ of the body. No set! 
rules can-be laid down, however, as, 
to diet. That which agrees with one} 
person will disagree with another. 
Each singer must work out his or her! 
own salvation on this point. For in-} 
stance—same can drink milk with no 
bad effects, while with others it causes 
biliousness, which is the worst known 
enemy of the voice.

In fact the greatest| 
singer ceases to be great when in the 
srasp of biliousness or indigestion,
